Our  Petunias  will  flower  all  the  year  around,  making  them  of  great  value  as  a cut  flower,  especially  for 
Commercial  purposes. 

SPECIAL  ATTENTION:  We  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  it  is  far  better  to  order  Petunia  seed  before 
zero  weather  sets  in,  so  that  there  will  be  no  danger  of  it  being  damaged  by  frost  while  in  the  mail.  We  pack  the  seeds 
as  warm  as  possible  so  that  they  will  be  protected  from  freezing,  but  in  December,  January  and  February,  in  localities 
where  the  temperature  goes  below  zero,  we  would  recommend  to  have  the  seed  shipped  the  latter  part  of  November 
to  insure  its  safe  arrival.  (When  ordering,  order  by  number.)
